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Continuation of 11 does NOT place the appiication in condition for allowance because: applicants' argument that Matsumoto et al 
(2000) and (2001) do not actually implant the disc tissue produced in vitro is unpersuasive. Matsumoto et al (2000) and (2001 ) produce 
the disc tissue for the purpose of surgical repair of intervertebral disc damage, and it would have been clearly expected that the disc 
tissue can be surgically implanted. While the 2001 reference discloses that it remains to be determined if the tissues can be implanted 
in vivo to repair IVD (degenerative intervertebral disc) defects and/or degeneration, as asserted by applicants, the present specification 
fails to actually show the successful repair of an IVD defect in a subject. Implantation in dogs as described in the specificaiton merely 
shows that the tissue can be implanted, and not that the dogs can be cured of a defect since the dogs are sacrificed after implanting 
(page 22. paragraphs 0057 and 0058). 
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
